Policy may 
pave way 
for failing 
students 

O Public school board motions 
to ink a policy on retention, 
acceleration and placement 


In an attempt to eliminate 
grey areas on passing and 
failing students, Edmonton 
public schools trustees vot¬ 
ed to ink their own official 
retention and placement 
policy. 

A report supporting the 
motion raised Tuesday by 
trustee Ken Shipka at 
trustees’ public meeting 
states the Edmonton Public 
School Board (EPSB) has a 
recommended practice of 
placing students in the next 
grade. 

Shipka noted one reason 
for the policy is to accom¬ 
modate students “with un¬ 
usual circumstances,” in 
which they would benefit 
from being retained in the 
same grade. 

During her leadership 
campaign. Premier Alison 
Bedford publicly stated her 
opposition to Alberta 
school boards’ unofficial 
no-fail policies — and her 
vow to “legislate to end this 
practice, giving eveiy stu¬ 
dent a chance to succeed or 
fail on their own merits.” 

Neither Bedford nor Al¬ 
berta’s Minister of Educa¬ 
tion Thomas Lukaszuk have

Yesterday volunteers 
wound up a six-week 
campaign alongside cops, 
speaking with homeown¬ 
ers about the rash of 
crime and checking cars 
for valuables and un¬ 
locked doors. 

“We really wanted to 
finish it off with Christ¬ 
mas coming and let them 
know that don’t let your¬ 
self be a victim. Take 
some easy steps and let’s 
work together,” said 
Gehring. 

Most shocking, he said, 
was how easy it was for 
criminals to find victims. 

“1 went to one of our 
crime analysts ... and she 
checked all of north divi¬ 
sion for me and what she 
found was out of the 
property related crimes 
for all of north division, 
50 per cent of those were

Romanian witches 
detained for blackmail

Two self-professed witches 
were detained in Romania 
on blackmail and extortion 
charges yesterday in a 
high-profile case involving 
a TV star and reportedly 
other public figures. 

Police spokesman Chris¬ 
tian Ciocan said the two 
women — who go by the 
single names of Melissa 
and Vanessa — approached 
public figures promising to 
help them overcome work 
or love difficulties, and 
help them break curses. 

He said the women ini¬ 
tially charged very little, 
but then, as their victims 
became hooked on their 
services, increased their 
prices. 

Ciocan cited one case 
where the victim — who 
later publicly identified 
herself as TV personality 
Oana Zavoranu — handed 
over €450,000 ($606,651) in 
cash and property in ex¬ 
change for spells. 

He said the witches 
practiced voodoo, and sac¬ 
rificed animals in grave¬ 
yards and near rivers, 
claiming this would pro¬ 
tect Zavoranu from her 


mother and in-laws who 
had put a curse on her. 

The witches, however, 
claim Zavoranu is being 
vengeful because she asked 
them to cast a spell on her 
mother that would kill her, 
but the mother is still 
alive. 

The ex-wife of business¬ 
man Cristi Borcea, one of 
two owners of Romanian 
football team Dinamo 
Bucharest, was also cited as 
a victim, but she has nei¬ 
ther confirmed or denied 
the case. 

Ciocan said if the vic¬ 
tims tried to cease pay¬ 


ment, the two women 
would threaten to put a 
spell on them, or disclose 
details of their personal 
lives. 

Melissa and Vanessa 
were released yesterday, 
following a court ruling 
that they should not be de¬ 
tained awaiting trial. The 
decision can be appealed. 

Many people believe in 
witchcraft in Romania. 
President Traian Basescu 
and his aides have been 
known to wear purple on 
certain days, supposedly to 
ward off evil.

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Politician caught in donor scandal 


O U.S. anti-gay marriage proponent impregnated at 
least three lesbian women through sperm donations 


The secret online sperm 
donor account of a conser¬ 
vative, Christian, anti-gay 
marriage politician has 
been closed but the fallout 
continues from exposure 
of his double life. 

Bill Johnson, a 2009 can¬ 
didate for governor of Ala¬ 
bama, impregnated at 
least three lesbian women 
with his donated sperm in 
New Zealand and helped 
three more, the New 
Zealand Herald revealed 
after a lengthy investiga¬ 
tion. 

Johnson, confronted 
with the evidence, admit¬ 
ted to the newspaper his 
desire to father children 
was “a need I have.” 

Johnson has been mar¬ 
ried since 2004 to two-time 
Mrs. America finalist, 
Kathy Johnson. The couple 
have a website document¬ 


ing their careers and mar¬ 
riage. Kathy Johnson has 
three children from a pre¬ 
vious marriage and had a 
hysterectomy 10 years ago, 
he told the newspaper. 

“He knows I am shocked 
and deeply hurt and even 
angry. I didn’t know about 
these women,” Kathy John¬ 
son told the newspaper. I 
wonder if they knew he 
has a wife back home who 
cherishes our marriage.” 

Johnson’s account was 
cancelled on Friday but his 
correspondence remained 
on the site. 

He told one lesbian cou¬ 
ple, “I am in Christchurch 
and would be glad to try to 
help.” To a young mother 
who wanted another child 
and “possible co-parent- 
ing,” he asked: “Where are 
you located?”

This is thanks in part 
to low interest rates.

Over the past decade, Amer¬ 
icans have witnessed the 
rise of social networks and 
mobile technology that’s 
put the Internet at an arm’s 
reach, day and night. Yet a 
new study has found that 
people are even more dis¬ 
trustful of the information 
they find online. 

Three-quarters of Inter¬ 
net users find the Web an 
important source of infor¬ 
mation, but most people 


still don’t deem the content 
they see online reliable, ac¬ 
cording to a report out this 
week from the University of 
Southern California’s Cen¬ 
ter for the Digital Future. 

In 2010,15 per cent of In¬ 
ternet users said they find 
only a small portion of on¬ 
line information reliable. 
That’s greater than the sev¬ 
en per cent who were like¬ 
wise skeptical of the vast 
majority of information 


they come across on the In¬ 
ternet. 

The mistrust is especially 
true for social networks. 
That said, people don’t look 
to social networks for reha- 
bility. Rather, they visit the 
sites to socialize and share 
photos, updates and videos. 

Trust grows when it 
comes to established media 
outlets and government 
websites. 

In 2010, 79 per cent of 
Internet users said they 
found content posted on 
government websites reli¬ 
able, about the same as in 
2003, the first year the cen¬ 
tre looked at that question. 

Jeff Cole, director of the 
Center for the Digital Fu¬ 
ture, said Americans tend 
to be more trusting of gov¬ 
ernment and big media.

It’s rare you see that kind of teamwork 
outside of arms deals. 

The Conservatives pulled Canada out of 
Kyoto this week, and it would be easy to 
mock them (fim, too), but this is a failure 

_ _we all share in. 

When the Kyoto deal was signed in 1997, we talked 
about the deal as if something really exceptional had hap¬ 
pened that would unite humanity — like the end of 
nuclear weapons or a Saved by the Bell reunion special. 

We were breathlessly told

that we’d be able to breathe 
again, all thanks to 160 sig¬ 
natories sending the 
amount of greenhouse gases 
back to the halcyon days of 
the 1980s. 

The U.S., showing its usu¬ 
al world leadership, got the 
failure started when George 
W. Bush said the protocol 
was “economically irrespon¬ 
sible” — a description that 
looked a little short-sighted 
when New Orleans did its 
imitation of the SpongeBob SquarePants mise-en-scene. 

At the time, Canada took its usual official diplomatic 
position toward the U.S. of being smug. According to 
WikiLeaks, Paul Martin’s official cable to the U.S. was 
“Tsk, tsk, tsk.” Canada’s greenhouse-gas record was as bad 
as America’s but we left that part out, as one does. 

Some blame goes to the accord’s writers, too: We 
should have known Kyoto was doomed as soon as we 
heard there were environmental “credits” that could be 
used to offset actually helping the environment — a sort 
of frequent-polluter points card. Getting out of pollution 
standards because you are planting trees, say, seems to me 
like getting out of a speeding ticket in the morning 
because you plan to drive under the speed limit in the af¬ 
ternoon. 

Finally, of course, there’s you. Did you do an 5 fthing wor¬ 
thy of an environmental award since 1997? Recycling and 
composting only gets you a Certificate of Attendance. 

Global warming is too slow, too subtle for humans. Us 
rats, we don’t understand risk-reward if the electric shock 
comes decades later. 

I’m still hopeful. Everyone seems to value the environ¬ 
ment, even if they weren’t on board for Kyoto. One- 
hundred-and-sixty countries failed in Japan, but it could 
be different now. If we really believe, we could get 190, 
maybe 200 countries on the road to probable failure this 
time. When it comes to world diplomacy, this is progress. 

(Deep breaths, everyone. Deep breaths.)

Question: I

Answer: I suggest looking 
at ways to add fresh or ar¬ 
tificial greenery to the 
walls or a door rather 
than taking up floor 


space. 

First thing to do is in¬ 
quire with your condo to 
see if fresh greens and 
trees are allowed (very of¬ 
ten they are not), especial¬ 
ly when electrical lights 
are being added.

Dear Charles the Butler, 
With the holiday season in 
full swing, what do I do if I 


get a wine spill on my carpet 
or upholstered furniture? Do I 
or don’t I add white wine, 
club soda, salt, dab, rub or 
wet vacuum to the stain? 

Along with the multitude 
of things people say you 
should and should not do, I 
have no clue what to do any 
more and just panic to say the 
least. Can I tell my guests no 
red wine? 

Wine spills in the middle of 
a reception often create a 


small scene. So let’s take a 
deep breath and figure out 
how to deal with them. 

1. Stay calm and don’t draw 
too much attention to the 
spot, as this will make your 
guests feel uncomfortable. 

2. Use a clean and diy cloth 
to absorb the wine but 
don’t mb it in. Keep using 
the cloth or lots of paper 
towels to pat and absorb 
the liquid.

3. Flush the stain with 
fresh cool water. Again use 
a clean cloth to pat and ab¬ 
sorb the stain. This should 
remove all of the wine. 

4. Once all liquid has been 
absorbed, add lots of salt 
and let it sit overnight. 

5. Vacuum the stain the fol¬ 
lowing day. 

Finally, as the host you 
can choose not to serve red 
wine. But in most cases you 
can easily get the stain out.

O Elite defence, multi-tasking forwards named to Canadian junior men’s hockey team

The Canadian team 
charged with reclaiming 
gold at the world junior 
hockey championship will 
be able to count on a big, 
deep defence, multi-pur¬ 
pose forwards and an expe¬ 
rienced goaltender. 

“We have real good bal¬ 
ance,” coach Don Hay said 
yesterday of his 22-man 
squad. “When we tried to 
put the team together, we 
really looked at what we’d 
need if somebody went 
down with an injuiy. Could 
that player move up? Play 
on the power play and kill 
penalties and things like 
that? 

“We have a couple top- 
end lines and a couple of 
hard-working third and 
fourth lines and we have 
players that can fill differ¬ 
ent roles and move into dif¬ 
ferent positions.” 

The defence is big and 
skilled. 

Led by Saginaw Spirit’s 
Jamie Oleksiak (almost six 
foot seven and 244 
pounds), the seven defence- 
men chosen average al¬ 
most six foot three and 200 
pounds. Five of them were 
taken in the first round of 
the NHL draft. 

Up front, Canada profit¬ 
ed when Devante Smith- 
Pelly of the Anaheim Ducks 
and Brett Connolly of the 
Tampa Bay Lightning were 
made available to the Cana¬ 
dian team. 

Smith-Pelly, five foot 11 
and 212 pounds, is project¬ 
ed to play the wing on 
Canada’s top line and cre¬ 
ate space for his linemates. 


“1 think we’ll be physical 
in a lot of different ways,” 
said Hay, who coaches the 
WHL Vancouver Giants. 
“We have a lot of speed 
that will let us get to pucks 
quickly and then when we 
get the pucks we’ll be phys¬ 
ical on the puck. You have 
Smith-Pelly who will create 
a lot of physical play and 1 
think guys will really fol¬ 
low him.” 

The 2012 world junior 
hockey championship 
opens Dec. 26 in Calgaiy 
and Edmonton. Canada 


will play its Pool B games in 
Edmonton. Pool A and 
medal-round games are in 
Calgaiy. 

Mark Visentin, one of 
four Niagara IceDogs 
named to the Canadian 
team, will start in goal. 

“Coming in, he’s the No. 
1 guy,” Hay said. “1 think 


you’re always proving your¬ 
self and he knows that.” 

Scott Wedgewood of the 
Pl 3 miouth Whalers is the 
other goalie. 

Visentin, Connolly, 
Quinton Howden of the 
Moose Jaw Warriors and 
Jaden Schwartz of Colorado 
College all played in the 


2011 tournament. 

Canada had the gold 
medal in its grasp in Buffa¬ 
lo with a 3-0 lead heading 
into the third period. Rus¬ 
sia scored five unanswered 
goals on Visentin in the 
third to take it away from 
them. 

Freddie and Dougie 
Hamilton will be the first 
brothers to play for the 
Canadian team since Randy 
and Mike Moller 30 years 
ago. Freddie is 19 and 
Dougie is 18.
